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PREFACE 


This  booklet  was  started  at  first  to  include  only  my  mother’s  family, 
but  others  as  well  as  myself  became  interested  and  it  new  includes  many 
branches.  The  object  is  to  save  the  story  of  the  older  Bonham's,  who  are 
fast  leaving  us.  A  few  years  hence  and  these  stories  could  not  be  obtained. 
Some  of  the  older  ones  have  already  died  during  the  two  years  taken  in  making 
this  collection.  Others  have  not  answered  letters  of  inquiry,  but  every  Bonham 
name  obtainable  was  requested  to  write.  Some  letters  nave  not  been  used  be¬ 
cause  the  same  information  had  been  furnished  by  an  older  member  of  the  same 
family. 


No  attempt  was  made  to  write  a  book  on  the  Bonham  family  and  no 
statement  was  given  out  to  that  effect.  Possibly  these  collections  may  be  the 
means  of  starting  someone  to  write  a  book  on  the  family.  Several  have  reported 
that  their  Bonham  parent  had  intended  to  write  a  family  book,  but  in  no  case  did 
they  complete  the  task.  The  letters  herein  have  been  rewritten  several  times 
in  order  to  have  them  correct  and  to  include  as  much  Bonham  information  as 
possible. 


Quotations  from  books  concerning  the  Bonhams  are  given  only  on 
authority  of  the  book.  Note  the  year  the  book  was  printed.  The  tradition  in 
the  family  is  quite  uniform,  and  it  is  only  necessary  to  read  to  get  the  facts 
as  to  the  origin  of  the  Bonhams. 

It  was  impossible  for  the  writer  to  bring  each  family  up  to  date,  but 
each  one  can  add  a  page  containing  their  record.  The  collecting  of  this  informa 
tion  has  shown  that  many  families  do  not  keep  any  regular  record. 

Additional  information,  particularly  of  the  older  Bonhams  is  requested 
by  the  writer. 

Many  of  the  living  only  think  of  today.  Pray,  think  of  yesterday  - 
of  the  dead  and  their  pioneer  hardships,  their  religeous  character  and  perse¬ 
cutions  and  give  those  of  tomorrow  -  the  future  generations  -  the  origin  of  the 
Bonham  character  upon  which  to  build. 

If  this  collection  should  be  the  means  of  saving  the  story  of  the  older 
Bonhams,  then  it  will  have  accomplished  its  object.

Re.  BONHAM  COAT  OF  ARMS

I  am  not  qualified  to  write  on  the  subject  of  Heraldry,  but  am  glad  to  pass 
along  such  information  as  I  have  gathered  regarding  the  Bonham  Coat  of  Arms. 
My  information  is  that  Coat  of  Arms  originally  were  to  be  displayed  on  shields 
so  as  to  distinguish  friend  from  foe  in  battle.  Prior  to  1417,  a  Coat  of  Arms 
was  available  to  anyone,  regardless  of  character,  for  a  fee. 

During  the  reign  of  Henry  V  (1417)  a  Royal  Proclamation  was  made  that  no 
man  iri  the  future  be  allowed  to  be?.r  Arms  (Coat  of  Arms^  without  authority. 

The  College  of  Arms  or  Heralds  College  was  organized  in  1483  to  handle 
matters  pertaining  to  Coats  of  Arms.  After  that  only  persons  of  good  character 
and  standing  were  permitted  to  receive  or  to  retain  Coats  of  Arms.  The  most 
successful  of  the  methods  for  regularizing  the  use  of  Arms  was  by  Visitations 
(official  visits  or  inspection).  Heraldic  officers,  under  royal  authority,  made 
systematic  tours  and  all  who  used  Arms  were  summoned  to  establish  their 
right.  Such  visitations  may  have  been  made  before  the  16th  Century,  but 
records  begin  with  1528-29,  and  continue  at  intervals  of  about  30  years  (one 
generation)  until  1686.  Original  records  in  possession  of  College  of  Arms 
have  not  been  published. 

A.  C.  Fox-Davies  in  'Armorial  Families'  an  authority,  quotes:  nIn  a  few 
cases  where  the  Arms  are  found  on  the  early  rolls,  it  is  possible  to  take  an  old 
Coat  back  approximately  to  its  date  of  origin,  but  in  the  bulk  of  English  cases, 
one  can  do  no  more  than  refer  to  the  Visitations,  which  may  or  may  not  be  the 
date  of  origin.  " 

When  a  Coat  of  Arms  was  granted  only  a  description  was  given,  the  artist 
then  selected,  added  leaves,  flowers,  ribbons  and  other  embellishments  which 
generally  have  no  significance  but  are  purely  ornamental.  The  principal 
charges  are  within  the  face  of  the  shield.  It  is  customary  to  represent  the 
Arms  as  placed  on  a  shield,  but  this  is  not  necessary.  After  all,  a  Coat  of 
Arms  was  not  shaped  like  a  shield  and  as  the  Coat  of  Arms  was  displayed  on 
all  kinds  of  objects,  they  had  to  be  adapted  to  the  shape.  Nevertheless,  it  is 
better  to  keep  to  the  natural  form  of  a  shield  for  general  purposes. 

Crests  outside  a  shield  do  have  a  meaning  and  are  usually  separate  grants 
or  awards.  Motto  is  not  part  of  the  Coat  of  Arms  and  is  not  inheritable,  except 
at  will. 


The  helmet  is  placed  over  a  Coat  of  Arms  and  by  the  metal  from  which  it 
is  made  denotes  the  rank  of  the  person  whose  arms  are  beneath  it. 


Helmets  of  sovereigns  are  formed  of  burnished  gold. 

Princes  and  Peers  are  silver. 

Knights,  Esquires  and  Gentlemen  are  polished  steel. 

The  closed  helmet  in  profile  is  for  esquires  and  gentlemen.  The  helmet 
is  not  specifically  granted  and  is  a  matter  of  inherent  right  so  that  a  person 
would  not  be  wrong  in  placing  a  helmet  above  a  shield. 


I  found  several  Bonham  Coat  of  Arms  in  the  Libraries  throughout  the 
country.  I  made  no  attempt  to  determine  when  or  why  a  Coat  of  Arms  was 
granted.  Rather  I  was  interested  only  in  finding  which  Coat  of  Arms  the  Ameri¬ 
can  branch  of  Bonhams  were  entitled  to  use.

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For  that  purpose  I  consulted  the  College  of  Arms  and  under  date  of 
June  2  9th,  195  3,  they  wrote  (for  a  fee): 

"  The  Bonham  family  recorded  their  Pedigree  and  Arms  during  Heralds 
Visitations  of  Essex  in  1634." 

The  Arms  of  the  family  were:  "Gules,  a  chevron  wavy  between  three  crosses, 
patbe-fiichh  argent,  a  Crescent  for  the  difference. 

Crest:  a  Mermaid  proper. 

Symbolic:  The  shield  is  red  tGuies)  a  military  color,  symbol 
of  valor  and  courage. 

Silver  (argent)  denotes  purity  and  justice. 

The  chevron  represents  the  roof  tree  of  a  house  and 
was  awarded  for  outstanding  service. 

The  cross  in  all  its  forms  indicates  the  gallant  thousands 
who  journeyed  to  Palestine  during  the  Crusades.  The 
mermaid,  symbol  of  the  lure  of  the  sea,  commemorates 
the  hardships  and  perilous  adventures  at  sea. 

I  will  not  go  into  the  difference,  as  it  has  no  bearing,  having  to  do  with 
various  emblems  (crescents)  that  sons  are  entitled  to  use  on  their  individual 
Coat  of  Arms. 


This  Coat  of  Arms  may  be  found  in  the  Pennsylvania  State  Library,  Vol.  6, 
"Colonial  and  Revolutionary  Families  of  Penn."  by  Jordan.  This  Coat  of  Arms 
was  in  use  by  the  English  Bonhams  at  the  time  George  and  Nicholas  Bonham 
came  to  A.merica  in  1635. 


By  use  of  a  certain  Coat  of  Arms  you  assert  your  descent  from  the  person 
to  whom  those  Arms  were  granted,  confirmed  or  allowed.  Your  greatest 
satisfaction  from  this  Coat  of  Arms  is  the  knowledge  that  your  ancestors  were 
people  of  quality  and  good  character.

The  relationship  of  George  and  Nicholas  Bonham  has  been  a  subject  much 
discussed  by  genealogists  and  family  researchers  of  the  Bonham  line.  As  most 
researchers  have  been  interested  in  line  only  as  far  back  as  the  Mayflower  few 
have  taken  any  clear  cut  stand  or  given  a  clear  opinion  on  the  relationship  of 
these  two  Bonhams. 

Some  have  dodged  the  issue  with  the  casual  statement  'Nicholas  might  have 
been  the  son  of  George”  or  '‘believed  to  be  brothers.  " 

It  remained  for  S.  J.  Bonham  m  Bonham  Genealogy  1954  to  go  on  record 
that  George  was  the  father  of  Nicholas.  I  have  long  been  of  this  mind  ana  fully 
support  his  opinion. 

The  basis  of  my  conclusions  are  as  follows: 

George  Bonham  was  married  in  England  and  evidently  his  wife  died  before 
he  came  to  America  in  1635.  George  did  have  a  brother  Nicholas  <n  England 
and  seems  reasonable  to  presume  that  he  was  of  somewhere  near  the  same  age, 
not  twenty-five  or  more  years  a„part.  Evidently  George  had  a  son  who  he  named 
after  his  brother  Nicholas. 


According  to  the  best  records  George’s  father  died  about  162  9  and  no  doubt 
the  older  brother,  William,  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  estate,  as  was  the  cus¬ 
tom  in  England. 


Possibly  the  arrangement  was  not  to  George’s

Just  let  us  suppose  that  George  did  not  have  a  son  Nicholas  and  he  said  to 
William  -  "I  would 'like  to  take  my  young  brother  to  America  with  me,  ”  and  the 
reply  he  would  no  doubt  receive  -  "You  most  certainly  will  not.  " 


However  if  George  did  have  a  son  Nicholas,  William  would  no  doubt,  say 
"You  will  have  to  take  your  boy  with  you.  "  I  can  think  of  no  other  reason  why  a 
man  going  into  a  new  country  would  ta.ke  a  child  of  four  to  six  years  old. 

The  question  has  been  asked  -  "How  did  Nicholas  get  over  here?  Ills  name 
was  not  on  the  passenger  list  of  the  Phillip,  the  ship  George  came  on,  true. 

They  took  the  oath  of  Allegiance  at  Gravesend  on  June  20,  16  35  which  SHOWS 
THEY  WERE  TOGETHER  ON  SAILING  DATS.  No  doubt  George  signed  the 
oaTiTTbr  both  of  them. 

After  reading  many  records  of  passengers  to  America  it  appears  to  me 
that  there  was  no  uniform  system  of  recording  passengers,  as  it  was  entirely 
for  the  captain  to  decide  how  to  list  them.  Hence  one  might  list,  John  Jones, 
wife  and  small  son,  another  John  Jones,  wife  and  child,  and  another  .John  Jones 
and  family,  and  another  such  as  the  captain  of  the  Phillip  might  list  the  male 
passengers  only.  Under  these  conditions  u  is  likely  that,  only  George  was 
listed  as  Nicholas  was  just  a  small  child.  Proof  of  this  is  to  be  found  in  the 
list  of  male  inhabitants  of  Plymouth  Colony  made  in  1643  in  .which  the  names 
of  males  16  to  60  years  of  age  available  for  military  duty,  lists  George  Bonnam. 
but  not  Nicholas  who  was  then  still  under  16  years  of  age. 

On  this  basis  Nicholas  was  2  9  years  old  at  the  time  of  his  marriage  to 
Hannah  Fuller  in  1659,  she  being  23  years  oid,  born  in  1636. 

I  have  never  credited  the  report  that  Nicholas  was  "an  aged  man"  at  time

of  his  death  in  1684,  nor  the  report  of  Nicholas  ’’born  in  England  1632.  possibly 
earlier,  "  with  nothing  to  support  the  statement,  evidently  of  the  opinion  that 
Nicholas  was  a  brother  and  not  the  son  of  George. 

Another  says  -  "it  may  be  safely  assumed  that  Nicholas  Bonham  was  born 
about  1630."

Prominent  genealogist 

"In  the  New  England  towns,  those  who  founded  the  towns  and  contributed 
to  the  purchase  of  lands  from  the  Indians  were  the  ’inhabitants’  and  had  the 
right  to  decide  who,  among  the  later  comers,  was  acceptable  as  an  inhabitant 
of  the  town.  A  man  had  no  right  to  use  the  common  grazing  land,  the  common 
wood  and  water  supply  until  he  was  thus  admitted  as  an  inhabitant.  Even  if 
permitted  to  remain  in  a  town  a  long  period,  if  he  were  not  admitted  as  an  in¬ 
habitant  the  town  was  not  responsible  for  him  should  he  become  incapacitated 
through  old  age  or  sickness.  In  order  to  become  a  freeman  of  a  Colony,  a.  man 
must  have  been  previously  admitted  as  an  inhabitant, of  the  town  and  proposed 
for  freeman  by  the  freeman  of  the  town,  who  vouched  for  his  character.  Only 
freeman  had  the  right  of  franchise  and  the  right  to  hold  office,  military  or 
civil.  At  first  the  General  Court  was  composed  of  the  whole  body  of  freeman 
and  performed  legislative  and  judicial  functions  but  as  this  system  became  in¬ 
convenient,  deputies  were  elected  from  each,  town  to  serve  in  the  General  Court. 
The  presiding  officer  of  this  Court  was  the  Governor  of  the  Colony.  The  Colo¬ 
nial  militia  consisted  of  all  able  bodied  men  between  the  ages  of  sixteen  and 
sixty.  " 

This  explains  why  Nicholas  Bonham  was  obliged  to  become  an  inhabitant 
upon  settling  in  Barnstable,  and  also  to  support  the  belief  that  Nicholas  was 
a  son  of  George  --  not  yet  16  years  old  in  1643,  when  all  men  a.ble  to  bear  arms 
then  resident  in  the  Colony  were  listed.

This  line  has  proved  to  be  one  of  the  most  controversial  of  -lie;  many  Bonnam 
lines. 

This  can  be  traced  principally  to  an  error  in  the  N.  J.  Archives  records  which 
are  in  most  all  the  genealogical  libraries  in  the  world.  The  will  of  Benjamin 
Martin  of  Piscatawav,  N.  J.  ,  the  father  of  Elizabeth  Martin,  the  second  wife 
of  Nehemiah  Bonham,  is  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  Superior  Court  of 
N.  J.  and  in  good  condition.  The  N.  J.  Archives  in  the  abstract  of  die  Benjamin 
Martin  will  give  the  names  of  the  children  of  Nehemiah  Bonham  and  Elizabeth 
Martin  as  Benjamin  and  Nehemiah,  which  is  in  error.  They  are  Benjamin  and 
Hezekiah. 

Due  to  its  age,  the  Clerk's  office  was  reluctant  to  permit  this  will  to  be  ex¬ 
amined  and  to  have  photostatic  copies  made,  rather  they  insisted  on  supplying 
a  certified  copy  which  was  incorrect.  However,  a  photostatic  copy  was  obumeu 
and  on  the  following  page  is  a  photo  of  that  section  of  the  photostat  of  the  will 
that  clearly  shows  that  the  Archives  records  are  not  correct. 

Note  the  peculiar  form  of  the  letter  E  in  Benjamin,  Hezekiah  and  Jersey. 

This  style  must  have  prevalence  as  we  have  fo  und  the  same  style  elsewhei  e. 

Another  reason  to  discount  the  abstract  records  giving  the  name  of  Nehemiah 
to  one  of  the  sons,  is  that  Nehemiah  already  had  a  son  Nehemiah  by  his  first 
wife,  Ann  Stout,  and  It  is  doubtful  that  he  would  give  two  sons  the  same  name. 

After  such  misinformation  is  once  in  print,  especially  by  such  authority  as 
the  Archives,  and  accepted  and  made  a  part  of  the  family  line  record,  it  is 
difficult  to  get  folks  to  accept  the  truth  even  when  shown  a  photo  to  prove  the 
error.  Hugh  Bonham,  deceased  12-27-1958,  compiler  oi  trie  Bonhani  chart  iu 
the  Library  of  Congress  and  other  libraries  evidently  used  Archives  information 
as  being  correct,  wrote  in  19d7;  Quote  MI  give  the  abstracts  no  absolute  vanm 
for  they  were  written  long  after.  But  the  will  recorded  in  the  will  book  would 
be  more  legal.  Thos.  Bartow  was  probably  the  neighborhood  will  writer  as 
was  my  father,  could  have  written  Hezekiah  and  the  clerk  in  copying  it  mj;he 
will  book  more  than  likely  disco  vered  the  error  and  corrected  Me  ei  i  oi  .i 
there  was  one."  End  of  quote.  I  can  not  accept  the  idea  that  the  will  was  wrong 
as  we  have  records  of  both  Benjamin  and  Hezekiah,  and  the  will  was  accepted 
by  the  court  as  written. 


Another  report  that  has  been  given  credence  is  that  Ann  Bonham,  aau 
Nehemiah  was  born  when  the  mother  was  around  slaty  years  of  age.

"Tradition  has  it  that  three  brothers  named  Bonham  came  from 
England  to  Virginia  early  in  the  17th  Century,  about  1636.  But  the  first  of 
our  ancestors  of  whom  we  have  any  authentic  information  is  Nicholas  Bonham, 
who  came  from  Barnstable,  Mass,  about  the  year  167  8,  and  with  others 
settled  the  hamlet  of  Bonhamton,  N.  J.  He  married  in  Mass.  Hannah 
Fuller,  a  descendant  of  one  of  the  Pilgrims.  From  them  was  descended 
Absalom  Bonham  who  was  born  at  Bonhamton  in  the  year  1739.  At  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  Revolution  Absalom  who  had  married  Jemima  Hanker,  was  living 
at  Frederick  City,  Md.  but  he  enlisted  from  New  Jersey  and  became  Brevet- 
Maj  or  in  the  establishment  of  that  State.  Absalom  and  his  wife  Jemima 
Barker  had:  Elizabeth,  Maiachi  and  James.  Elizabeth  married  Mr.  Dorsey 
of  Baltimore  and  their  descendants  are  still  in  that  city.  Maiachi  went  west 
soon  after  the  Revolutionary  vVar  and  his  subsequent  history  is  unknown. 
James  moved  to  S.  C.  some  years  after  the  Revolution  and  settled  in  the 
Colleton  district,  where  he  married  Hannah  Witsell,  they  bad:  John  and  Ann.

In  my  research  it  is  quite  common  to  be  told,  'Bonham  of  the  Alamo  \v^ 
my  Old  Uncle  John,  "  "was  my  great  uncle"  was  "brother  of  my  grandfather 
and  I  am  sure  these  statements  are  made  in  good  faith,  having  been  handed  down 
in  the  family.  As  one  lady  said,  "Mr.  Hazie,  it  must  be.  so  as  my  own  grand¬ 
mother  told  me  so,  "  In  this  case  grandma  had  been  misinformed. 

From  the  files  of  a  Texas  newspaper  the  following  was  found  in  the  hand 
writing  of  a  Bonham  tv  ho  wrote  in  good  faith,  I  am  sure: 

"The  town  of  Bonham,  Fannin  Co.  ,  Texas  was  named  after  my  great  unc.e 
at  one  time  ran  a  ranch  and  a  store  there,  he  being  the  same  Bonham  who  was 
later  ’Masicreed1  in  the  Alamo  at  San  Antomo. 

The  Town  of  Bonham  was  first  named  "Boisd  Arc",  was  changed  to  Bloom¬ 
ington  and  in  184.3  was  changed  to  Bonham  in  honor  of  James  Butler  Bonham.

James  Butler  Bonham  arrived  in  Texas  Dec.  12,  18  35,  v/as  cornmissione  1 
Lieutenant  of  Cavalry  Dec.  20,  1835,  and  between  Jan.  11  and  Id  arrivexi  at  the 
Alamo,  probably  with  Jim  Bowie.  He  died  in  the  Alamo,  March  6  ,  18 ou. 

Tie  v/as  actually  in  Texas  less  than  90  days  so  it  was.  impossible  xor  him 
to  have  run  a  ktore  and  ranch  all  while  in  the  army  and  within  90  days.  Anotner 
report  has  had  wide  circulation  that  has  to  do  with  land  supposed  to  have  been 
owned  by  James  Butler  Bonham.  The  County  Recorder  at  Bonham  reports,  tnat 
there  have  been  many  inquiries  and  there  is  no  record  oi  J.B.B.  evei  having 
owned  any  land  in  Fannin  County. 

I  have  a  copy  of  a  letter  written  to  Dr.  E.  L.  Smith  about  1909  by  a  Bonham 
in  answer  to  a  family  inquiry  letter. 

"To  the  best  of  my  knowledge  Nehemiah  Bonham  v/as  rny  great-grandfather . 
James  Butler  v/as  a  son  of  Nehemiah  and  a  brother  of  my  grandfather.  His 
career  after  leaving  Term,  was  interwoven  with  Jas.  Bowie,  Dave  Crockett 
and  Sam  Houston.  Quotes  "Public  History"  (I  have  never  been  able  to  locate 
this.  E.B.H.  )  James  Butler  Bonham,  Dave  Crockett  and  James  Bowie 
went  to  Texas  shortly  before  the  Texa.s  War,  from  Indiana.  J.B.B.  seem  ect 
large  land  grants  from  the  Mexican  Government  previous  to  the  Texas  . 
Rebellion.  Efforts  extending  through  many  years  have  been  made  to  gain 
possession  of  the  lands  without  success  as  the  lands  are  a  part  of  the  Texas 
School  domain.  "

My  dear  Mother, 


I  found  this  place  sickly  as  the  country  around,  this  they  tell  me  is  an 
unusual  year  throughout  (the)  state  of  Alabama  for  sickness.  John-s  (1)  family 
(are)  and  have  been  well  and  doing  well  though  not.  exactly  pleased  with  the  life 
of  public  housekeeping.  There  is  something  attached  to  it  I  cannot  tolerate  my¬ 
self.  John  and  his  wife  and  children  have  been  remarkably  kind  and  (considerate) 
it  is  impossible  to  be  more  so- -with  the  kind  proffers  he  has  made  to  be  of  what 
assistance  he  can.  I  feel  deeply  sensible  of  John*s  kindness,  not  soon  to  be  for¬ 
gotten  by  me.  I  would  zeel  gratified  that  Joint  was  aware  of  inv  feelings  of  grati¬ 
tude. 

He  has  four  children,  three  boys  and  one  girl.  You  have  heard  much  about 
Mary  Bonham  (2)  being  a  spoiled  child  and  disagreeable,  but  I  have  never  been 
more  agreeabley  disappointed  in  my  life.  She  is  a  very  pretty  sweet  girl  and 
not  more  affected  or  spoiled  than  any  pretty  young  girl  would  be.  She°has  a 
strong  favor  of  her  Aunt  Julia  (3)  as  you  have  heard  and  thinks  the  highest  of 
her  and^talks  much  about  her,  Mary's  (is  ?)  a  beautiful  brunet  (sic)  comple¬ 
xion  and  not  dark  skin --as  said--  her  eyes  are  dark  hazie  (sic)  color,  looking 
black  at  a  little  distance.

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ITEMS  OF  INTEREST  CONCERNING  BONHAM  FAMILY  OF  YORK,  PA. 

Absalom  Bonham- son  of  Rev.  Malachi  Bonham-moved  from  New  Jersey  to 
the  vicinity  of  Fredrick,  Maryland  where  he  was  living  in  17  76  with  his  brother 
Malachi.  Ke  was  visiting  in  N.  J.  when  the  War  of  The  Revolution  began  and 
his  brother  enrolled  him  as  a  member  of  the  Maryland  Company  of  whicn  he 
(Malachi)  was  a  Lieutenant.  Upon  Absalom’s  return  to  Fredrick,  he  had  his 
name  removed  from  the  list  and  returned  to  N.  J.  -  enlisting  from  tnat  ouatex 
was  promoted  successively  -  Ensign- Lieutenant  and  Captin  and  was  mustered 
ont  with  the  Brevet  rank  of  Major.  He  was  one  of  the  original  mernbei  oi  me 
Society  of  Cincinnati  -belonging  to  the  N.  J.  Chapter.  When  his  dccM,  occurred 
in  1794  in  Lincolnton,  N.  Car.  his  funeral  was  attended  with  military  honors. 

His  funeral  dress  being  the  full  regimentals  of  a  Major  oi  ihe  Ccid/Lnerical  -Mirny. 

Samuel  Cox  Bonham  left  Lincolnton,  N.  Car.  and  came  to  Pa.  ^in  early 
manhood  where  he  married  Margaret  Britt  of  York  County,  whose  fathei  was 
Gen.  Jacob  Dritt  of  the  War  of  the  Revolution  and  whose  home  situated  on  a 
hill  overlooking  the  Susquehanna  River  was  a  large  gray  stone  Colonial  dwelling 
with  family  burial  plot  a-djoining.  The  graves  of  Margaret  Bonham  and  her 
infant  son,  Absalom,  who  died  three  days  after  his  mother*  s  death  are  saJ 
to  be  seen  there  and  the  house  which  was  originally  known  as  Fort  Cresap 
and  later  as  "Dritts  Ferry"  is  today  in  excellent  condition  and  is  occupied  by 
its  present  owners. 

After  Samuel  Cox  Bonham's  second  marriage  to  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Stayman 
Strickler,  a  widow  with  a  baby  daughter,  they  moved  to  York,  where  they  spent 
the  remainder  of  their  lives  and  were  buried  in  Prospect  Hiil  Cemete±y. 

Cox  Bonham  was  a  prominent  member  of  Lodge  #43,  Ancient  York  Masons,  v/hich 
he  joined  in  Lancaster  Cc. ,  Feb.  2,  1820  and  in  which  he  continued  membership 
until  the  time  of  his  death  in  185  6.  He  was  a  well  known  Democrat  ana  inumace 
friend  of  James  Buchanan  hvho  wrote  him  "asking  his  support  for  Ganoids- cy  n.* 
the  President  of  the  United  States  which  support  Mr.  Buchanan  would  undoubtedly 
have  received  but  for  the  death  of  Judge  Bonham  that  year.

Jacob  Dritt  Bonham  and  his  wife  Matilda  G.  Zook  had  one  child,  whom  they 
named  after  DeWitt  Clinton  Bonham.  This  child  and  his  mother  prcbably  died 
scon  as  the  family  tradition  was  that  Jacob  went  west  in  early  manhood  and  was 
never  heard  from. 


Elizabeth  Stayman  Bonham,  second  wife  of  Samuel  C.  Bonham  was  artisti¬ 
cally  inclined  and  it  was  from  her  that  her  twin  sons  Horace  andMilton  inherited 
their  artistic  and  literary  talent  and  tasts.  She  was  educated  at  the  boarding 
school  of  the  Moravian  Seminary  at  Lititz,  Pa.  and  came  of  a  family  whose'" 
interests  were  on  the  cultural  side  of  life.  Her  first  cousin  was  the  mother 
of  Bayard  Taylor,  Poet,  N0velist  and  one  time.  Minister  to  Italy. 


Elizabeth  Rebecca  Bonham  who  married  T.  Addison  Denny,  lived  for  some 
time  in  Maryland  and  later  returned  to  York  with  her  young  daughter,  and  son 
where  the  children  grew  up  and  went  to  school.  Later  they  removed  to  Rome, 
Ga«  where  they  resided  permanently. 


Sarah  Ross  Bonham  known  as  ’’Sally"  presumably  was  called  after  her 
Aunt  who  married  Rice  F.  Ross.  She  visited  with  Ross  relatives  in  the  South 
according  to  family  tradition  and  was  for  a  time  engaged  to  be  married  to  a 
cousin  named  Ross,  who  was  said  to  be  lame.  She  died  unmarried  however. 
Like  her  mother  she  went  to  boarding  school  at  the  Moravian  Seminary  at 
LUitz,  Pa. 


Horace  Bonham  was  a  member  of  the  Masonic  Order,  being  affiliated  with 
York  Lodge  #266.  He  was  a  member  of  St.  John's  Episcopal  Church,  where  he 
and  his  wife  were  married  on  Jan.  27,  1870.  Hi,s  education  was  begun  at  the 
private  school  of  the  Quakeress,  Ann  Love,  who  prepared  for  the  York  County 
Academy.

•'s'th-r  went  through  the  gate,  they  met  Gill  and  Orrick,  both  01  wnom  were 
wounded.  Ferris  had  come  out  from  the  stable,  and  unharmed  oy  the  shots  of 
Eastham  and  Bolling,  secured  Wiltshire’s  pistol  and  mounted  Wiltshire  s  horse, 
jJle  orderlv,  in  obedience  to  his  comm  and,  mounted,  and  leading  Ferris 
horse.,  the  two  started  for  the  gate.  By  this  time  Bolling  also  was  wounded, 
h  >t  he  with  Eastham  started  to  follow  the  retreating  Federals.  In  the  road 
Bolling  seized  the  orderly  and  pulled  him  from  his  horse.  Ferris  turned  on 
Eastham,  who  fired,  inflicting  a  slight  wound  and  then  raised  his  pistol  to 
knock  him  from  his  horse,  but  Ferris  avoided  the  blow  and  set  oif  m  the  Di¬ 
rection  of  his  camp  followed  by  Orrick  and  Bolling.  Eastham  endeavored  to 
cut  him  off  by  getting  around  in  his  front,  but  he  made  his  escape.  E as. ham 
went  back  to  look  after  Wiltshire,  but  was  told  he  was  dying  and  a  young  la  y 
handed  up  his  belt  and  holsters.  Just  then  Orrick  and  Bolling  came  riding  up, 
shouting,  "Get  out  quick,  Ridley,  the  Yankees  are  coming!  ’  -  Come  on.  Old 
Steamboat,  we  must  get  out  of  this,"  said  Eastham,  as  he  gave  a  touch  of  his 
spur  to  his  horse,  to  which  his  comrades  had  given  that  title, ^  and  the  mi  ee 
Rangers  started  on  the  homestretch.’

1803,  I,  Joseph  Bonham  of  W.;  the  County  and  State  of  Virginia,  being  sick  and 
weak  in  body,  but  of  perfect  mind  and  memory,  thanks  be  given  to  God,  then 
for  calling  into  mind  the  mortality  of  my  body  and  knowing  it  is  appointed  for

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CORRECTIONS  IN  THE  KEZEKIAH -ESTHER  SCOTT  LINE  by  E,  B.  Hazie 


For  many  years  there  has  been  a  question. as  to  the  origin  of  this  line,  or 
as  to  the  parents  of  Hezekiah, 

Andrew  Fulton  Bonham  a  grandson  of  Hezekiah  Bonham  stated  that  he  did  not 
know  who  his  great-grandfather  was.  Andrew  Fulton  did  a  great  deal  of  search¬ 
ing,  but  mostly  by  correspondence,  as  I  am  sure  he  did  not  search  the  records  of 
Washington  and  Snnythe  Counties  or  he  would  have  found  the  same  information  that 
I  have  and  which  has  been  there  all  these  years.  His  son  Hugh  G.  Bonham  later 
made  up  a  Bonham  Chart  that  has  been  accepted  oy  many  as  correct  m  winch  lie 
lists  Moses  and  Rebecca  Park  Bonham  as  the  parents  of  Hezekiah  Bonham  who 
married  Esther  Scott.  In  the  first  edition  of  the  BONHAM  book  I  accepted  the 
record  of  the  Virginia  Bonhams  as  supplied  by  Hugh  Bonham,  as  at  that  time  I 
had  no  proof  that  his  records  were  not  correct,  though  I  was  not  in  agreement 
with  his  records. 

I  have  never  found  any  records  to  prove  that  Moses  and  Rebecca  Bonham 
had  children,  though  I  think  it  reasonable  to  presume  that  they  may  have  had 
possibly  three  children  and  that  one  of  them  was  Moses  Jr.  who  died  in  Belmont 
Co.  Ohio  ca  1814.  Possibly  the  other  children,  if  any,  were  girls.  When  Rebecca 
was  appointed  administrator  of  the  estate  of  Moses  who  was  killed  in  Revolutionary 
War  in  1782,  there  was  no  mention  of  children.  An  authority  stated  that  if  there 
were  children  that  they  would  most  likely  have  been  mentioned.

Joseph  Bonham’s  will  gave  the  70  acre  home  place  to  his  son  Hezekiah, 
vzd  ordered  his  son,  William,  to  give  Hezekiah  a  good  deed  for  the  same. 

Smythe  Co.  DeedBook  #4  pages  131-132  shows  a  deed  from  Hezekiah  and 
Esther  Bonham  to  their  son,  James,  5-3-1845  as  follows,  extract:  "by  recent 
„i,rvpy  71  acres,  more  or  less,  being  a  part  of  the  tract  of  land  patented  to 
Jonathan  Bishop,  4th  of  June,  1794rcont aining  32  7  acres  by  survey  bearing 
ihe  date  of  10th  Jan.  1792.  On  the  south  fork  of  the  Holsten  River  in  Smythe  Co0 


This  land  was  originally  in  Washington  Co.  until  Smythe  Co.  was  formed 
In  1836.  The  Washington  Co.  records  show  the  transfer  of  this  land  from 
Jonathan  Bishop  to  William  Bonham.  The  records  do  not  show  a  deed  from 
William  to  Hezekiah,  but  the  county  clerk  said  it  could  have  been  transferred 
by  court  order  or  entry  and  no  deed  made. 

The  Washington  Co.  Court  House  was  destroyed  by  fire  years  ago  and  many 
of  the  records  lost. 


To  me  this  clearly  proves  that  Hezekiah  who  married  Esther. Scott  was  the 
Hezekiah,  son  of  Joseph  mentioned  in  his  will.

I  one  time  take  opertunity  of  writing  a  few  lines  to  you  for  the  first  all  though

row  I  will  inform  you  that  we  are  all  tolerable  good  health  at  this  time  hopeing 
•hcse  few  lines  will  find  you  all  enjoying  the  same  blessing  I  do  not  no  that  i 
have  anything  of  importance  to  wright  now  after  all  my  long  waiting  but  i  will 
. 0 \ i  you  that  we  have  some  bread  and  meat  and  plenty  of  milk  and  butter  so  I  think 
v/e  will  not  suffer  for  'want  of  something  to  eat  flower  is  three  dollars  and  a  half 
t‘er  hundred  to  strong  of  cash  for  poor  folks  to  eat  mutch  cake  James  has  taken  in 
in  apprintes  boy  for  three  years  to  learn  the  trade  and  he  is  making  no  trade  ac¬ 
counts  this  year  all  cash  accounts  and  then  he  will  take  trade  accounts  from  them 
that  soots  him  he  is  getting  a  large  run  of  custom  this  year  and  the  people  says 
ihat  they  think  he  will  get  more  work  to  do  than  he  will  be  able  to  stand  up  to  but 
he  says  that  is  what  he  likes  to  hear  he  will  only  stick  closter  to  it  in  hopes  of

TO  WHOM  IT  MAY  CONCERN 

During  the  summer  cf  1908  R.  Ranston  Jones,  Historian  for  the  Order 
of  Sons  and  Daughters  of  the  Revolution  for  the  State  of  Ohio  and  whose  office 
is  at  the  Custom  House,  Cincinnati,  Ohio  called  to  see  me  seeking  information 
regarding  the  military  record  of  my  great  grandfather  John  Bonham.  He 
informed  me  that  arrangements  were  being  made  to  erect  a  monument  on  the 
graves  of  all  Revolutionary  Soldiers  buried  in  Hamilton  County  and  while  he 
was  of  the  opinion  that  John  Bonham  v/as  eligible  to  the  list  he  must  have  more 
evidence,  I  became  interested  in  the  matter  ana  at  once  set  to  voik  feeling 
that  if  my  great  grandfather  was  entitled  to  this  work  of  respect  at  this  lace 
date  on  account  of  a  display  of  his  fighting  blood  in  his  young  days^,  I  did  not 
want  him  to  lose  it.  through  my  ignorance  or  carelessness.  I  wrote  to  his 
grandson  L  N.  Bonham  at  Oxford,  Ohio  and  he  only  knew  that  he  had  a  grand¬ 
father  because  all  boys  necessarily  have  a  grandfather.  I  also  wrote  to  Aunt 
Jane  Hawk  but  she  knew  nothing  about  her  grandfather.  Knowing  that  he  mar 
ried  a  LaFever  in  New  Jersey.  I  wrote  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  tne  State  of 
New  Jersev-  explaining  the  condition  of  affairs  and  asking  for  any  information 
they  might  possibly  have  there  of  his  record.  In  a  few  aays  I  received  a  cei 
tificate  under  the  seal  of  the  State  certifying  that  John  Bonham  served  m  the 
militia  from  Hunterdon  County,  New  Jersey,  I  sent  a  copy  of  the  certificate 
to  Mr.  Jones  and  am  assured  that  the  name  of  John  Bonham  has.  been  placed 
onlthe  list  of  eligibles. 

In  my  effort  to  trace  the  record  of  my  great  grandfather  I  realized  the  im¬ 
portance  to  keep  family  records  and.  I  decided  to  write  a  slight  biography  of 
my  branch  of  the  Bonham  family  noting  some  little  incidents  in  the  life  of  each 
member  and  while  I  have  no  one  in  my  own  family  to  entrust  it  to  I  hope  It  may 
fall  into  the  hands  of  some  member  of  the  Bonham  family  who  will  perpetuate 
the  record. 

Among  the  persons  of  quality,  religious  and  political  exiles  who  went  from 
Great  Britain  io  American  plantations  from  1600  to  1700  appears  the  name  of 
George  Bonham  31,  registered  from,  the  Port  of  London,  June  20,  10  35  on  the 
boat  Philip  for  Virginia,  In  1644  George  Bonham  married  Sarah  Morton  at 
Plymouth,  a  record  of  which  appears  in  the  Bonham  booklet  which  is  a  part  of 
this  record,  and  raised  a  large  family.  I  have  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  and 
thought  in  my  endea.vor  to  trace  back  to  this  family  oi  Bonhams  but  so  j:ar  I 
have  been  unable  to  find  the  connecting  link,  and  am  compelled  to  start  my  little 
biography  with  my  great  grandfather. 

John  Bonham  was  born  in  New  Jersey  in  175  8.  At  the  age  ot  18  he  enlisted 
in  the  Revolutionary  War  and  served  during  the  war  as  a  private  from  Hunter- 


beth  LaFever  shows  her  death,  July  27th,  1806.  Aged  76. 
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Born  to  John  and  Mary  Bonham,  Sarah  February  7,  1782,  Elizabeth 
August  26,  1785,  Elijah  October  1,  1788,  John  L.  January  2U,  1-aO, 

Aaron  R.  July  29,  1792,  Rhoda  October  2 S,  1794,  and  Mary  Oc lobe i  18,  W9L 
Of  thes^  children  I  only  have  knowledge  of  three  John  L.  -  Rhoda  and  Aaron  H. 
One  of  the  older  girls  married  Henly  Smith  and  lived  for  several  years  m  ihe 
cottage  on  the  Sykes  farm  across  the  road  from  the  brick  building,  I  have 
heard  my  sister  speak  of  playing  with  their  girls.  I  have  no  further  knowl¬ 
edge  of  this  family.  John  L.  Bonham  married  Charlotte  Hunt  at  Elizabethtown, 
Ohio  and  to  this  union  were  born  John  Clinton,  L  outs  N. ,  Aaron  E.  ,  Jaco  . 
Mary  and  Kitturah.  John  dtrnton  was  a  Presbyterian  Minister  livea  several 
years  in  St.  Louis  and  died  in  Kansas  City,  Mo.  about  1899.  Louis  N.  is 
‘a  farmer  living  at  Oxford,  Ohio.  He  has  been  very  prominently  identified 
with  the  State  Agriculture  and  was  at  one  time  Secy,  of  the  State  Board  iOi 
several  years.  "Aaron  E.  was  a  school  teacher  at.  Elizabethtown,  Ohio  and  my 
older  brother  and  sister  were  his  pupils.  He  married  Marissa  Ol instead  and 
had  three  children  John,  Everet,  and  Kittle.  John  and  Ev.  are  at  Columbus, 
Indiana.  Kittle,  I  have  lost  track  of.  Jacob  married  Susan  Greer  and  had  two 
sons,  Clint  and  Louis,  At  last  accounts  Clint  was  in  Iowa  and  Lou  in  Wiscon¬ 
sin  When  I  v/as  a  little  boy  their  Mother  was  a  widow  and  was  postmistress 
at  Elizabethtown,  Ohio.  She  afterward  married  our  schoolteacher,  Kirby 
Smith.  Mary  married  William  Calloway  and  reared  a  large  family,  William 
Calloway  raised  his  family  upon  the  farm  where  my  great  grandfather  ori¬ 
ginally  settled,  one  mile  north  of  Elizabethtown,  Ohio.  Their  chilaren  were 
Jannis,  Emma,  Edward,  Charles,  Kittie,  Bonham  and  Birdie.  Jannie  mar¬ 
ried  Frank  Gable,  Emma  married  Frank  McManaman,  Ed  married  jannie 
Metson,  Charley  married  Connie  Fenny,  Kitlin  married  Charley  Ainold, 

Bonham  married  Clara  Fowler,  and  Bird  married  Ed  won  Keys;  cmd 
married  Frank  Gable  after  her  sister  Jannie  died.  Rhoda  Bonham  married 
bv  Noble  and  they  lived  in  the  little  log  house  which  sets  back  against  tne  hill^ 
now  in  the  Sykes  farm  near  Berea  Church.  I  remember  Aunt  Rhoda  well.  Sue 
gave  me  a  cane  root  riding  whip  when  I  was  a  little  boy  which  came  from  New 
Orleans  and  which  she  always  carried  when  she  was  a  young  lady  when  she  went 
riding.  Their  children  were  Jolm  and  Martha,  John  married  Olivia  an<-. 

Martha  married  Aurelius  Francis.  John  is  dead  and  Martha  is  a  widow  in 
California.  I  still  have  the  little  cans  whip  which  Aunt  Rhoda  gave  me.  Thomas 
Hunt  was  another  son  of  John  L,  and  Charlotte  Bonham,  Kiturah  was  a  teacher 
in  the  public  schools  at  Elizabethtown,  Ohio  for  several  years.  She  was  my 
first  teacher  and  I  cherish  many  pleasant  memories  of  those  early  school  aays. 
She  taught  me  the  first  song  I  ever  learned  "Oh,  co  not  be  discouraged  ,  dhw 
died  about  1886  at  the  home  of  her  brother  Louis  N,  Bonham  at  Oxford,  Ohio. 


My  great  grandfather  John  Bonham  with  his  family  emigrated  to  Ohio  from 


Bucks  County,  Pa,  In  170U,  They  floated  down  the  Ohio  rfc-ver  to  winemnau, 
Ohio  and  then  traveled  by  land  went  to  the  Whitewater  river  and  located  on  w hat 
is  now  known  as  the  Aaron  Simonson  farm  which  also  included  part  of  the 
Woiber  farm.

day.  She  died  November  12,  1821,  aged  51  years  and  was  buried  by  her 
husbano.  My  Grandfather,  Aaron  R.  Bonham,  was  Born  in  Bucks  County, 

Pa'  29th  of  July,  1792,  and  came  with  his  parents  when  four  years  old  to  their 
Ohio  farm.  In  1811  when  19  years  of  age  he  volunteered  in  a  company  of  Rangers 
organized  under  General  James  Dill,  Commanded  by  Capt.  James  McGuire, 

*o  join  General  Harrison’s  Army.  This  company  stood  as  Minute  Men  until 
vyar  was  declared  June  18,  1812  on  Great  Britain.  In  August  1812,  they  were 
attached  to  Major  S .battler’s  Brigade  and  marched  from  Lawrenceburg,  Ind. 
to  Lebanon,  and  Plqua,  Ohio  and  then  back  to  Indiana.  They  built  block  houses 
at  Brookville,  Ind. ,  Tanners  Creek  and  Laughery,  and  scouted  from  these 
until  1818  when  they  were  mustered  out.  On  the  25th  day  of  August,  1815,  he 
married  Sarah.  Guard  and  they  lived  happily  together  for  5  0  years.  After  his 
Father’s  death  he  lived  awhile  in  the  old  home  place  near  the  Suspension  bridge 
but  moved  to. Indiana  and  located  permanently  at  what  is  called  Bonham’s  cross¬ 
roads.  On  the  26th  of  January,  1822,  he  was  commissioned  a  Lieutenant  in 
the  Fifteenth  Regiment  of  the  Indiana  Militia  by  Governor  Jonathan  Jennings 
and  his  commission  is  among nny  papers.  As  there  was  no  war  at  this  time 
it  is  presumed  that  the  militia  was  such  as  we  have  today  in  the  State  of  Ohio, 
or  there  may  have  been  a.  threatened  Indian  uprising.  There  is  also  among  my 
papers  a  letter  from  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  State  of  Indiana  giving  the  war 
record  in  the  War  of  1812.  Grandmother  Bonham  was  one  of  the  best  hearted 
v/ornen  that  ever  lived  and  in  addition  to  Lei  own  family  she  raised  three  or 
four  other  girls.  They  were  devout  Methodists  members  of  Sugar  Grove  In¬ 
diana  Church,  lived  and  died  in  the  faith.  Pie  died  June  7th,  1868,  aged  74 
years.  She  died  November,  1870,  aged  75..  They,  are  both  buried  at  the  Sugar 
Grove  Indiana  burying  ground.  At  my  Grandfather's  funeral,  I  had  a  congestion 
chill  and  came  very  near  cashing  in.  The  children  born  to  them  were  Hannah, 
May  .81,  1816;  Elizabeth,  October  18,  1817;  Elijah  November  24,  1819;  Ezrah 
January  24,  1822;  John  P.  January  9,  1824;  David  G.  February  14,  1826;

Mu  Fa  ther  did  belong  to  the  Horne  Guards  at  Elizabethtown,  Ohio  during 
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the  rebellion  and  was  stationed  with  the  company  for  about  a  week  at  Lorth 
Bend  Ohio  to  prevent  Kirby's  Raiders  from  crossing  the  River  into  Ohio. 

He  was  also  at  Camp  Dennison,  Ohio  for  a  few  days  and  .this  was  tne  extent  ot 
his  war  service.  lVIy  war  service  consisted  in  running  horses  to  the  hills  end 
hiding  them  from  John  Morgan's  raiders  during  the  Civil  War.  Bro.  Doe  being 
older,  of  course,  took  the  saddle  and  the  good  riding  horses  and  went  ahead 
setting  the  pace  while  I  followed  riding  bare  backed  plugs  and  the  amount  of 
cuticle  which  I  wore  from  that  part  of  my  body  which  came  in  direct  contact

the  tax  lists  of  Wythe  Co.  Va.  until  1807  there  are  two  if  not  three  Nehemiah 
Bonhams  and  it  would  take  considerable  more  search  of  the  records  of  that 
County  than  I  made  to  identify  each.  On  April  12,  1798  the  marriage  records 
of  Wythe  Co. ,  Va.  records  the  mar  riage  of  Nehemiah  Bonham  to  Isabelle 
Scott.

He  married  Catherine  Sh  ?  (b  Germany  d  1855  Rush  Twsp.  Tuscarawas 
Co.  O. )  When  and  where  They  were  married  is  not  known  and  when  they  came 
from  Germany  is  not  known.

Ind.  He  became  an  extensive  fruit  grower  and  hay  raiser.  His  ca>  rchard  was 
the  best  and  largest  there,  so  large  that  people  had  been  known  to  get  lost  in 
them.  In  1874  he  made  a  visit  to  McPherson  Co.  Kan.  where  two  of  his  sons 
Alfred  Evan  and  William  Alexander  had  located  on  farms.  He  liked  the 
country  so  much  that  he  returned  to  his  home  in  Ind.  and  sold  all  his  posses¬ 
sions  and  in  1879  returned  to  Kansas  where  he  located  first  in  McPherson  Co.

He  married  Nancy  ?  no  further  records'"' 

John  Danks  resided  in  Fredrick  Co,  Va.  From  the  records  it  appears 
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•  hat  John  Danks  was  in  Logan  Co.  Ky.  before  June  25,  1799  for  on  that  date 
he  had  recorded  a  land  grant  of  200  acres  at  Spa  Springs.  He  evidently  re¬ 
turned  to  his  home  in  Fredrick  Co.  Ya.  and  remained  there  until  1805  or 
'806  when  he  again  returned  to  Logan  Co.  Ky.  and  had  recorded  another 
grant  of  land  of  100  acres  on  Wolf  Lick  Creek,  Feb.  4,  1806,  which  adjoined 
his  previous  grant.  Apparently  he  again  returned  to  Fredrick  Co.  i/a.  where 
he  remained  until  the  latter  part  of  1808,  for  on  Oct.  4,  1808  he  sells  his  farm 
of  122  acres  in  Fredrick  Co.  Va.  to  Henry  Catlett.  He  and  his  wife  Nancy 
both  sign  the  deed.  One  hundred  and  four  acres  of  this  land  is  land  he  bought 
from  Asa  Hankins,  Apr.  3,  1805  for  1/281  (two  hundred  ninety  one  pounds).  On 
April  4,  1805  he  mortgages  the  104  acres  to  Asa.  Hendricks  for  /.loo.  He  alone 
signed  the  mortgage.  It  is  probable  that  Nancy  is  the  second  wife  of  John 
Danks  for  the  following  reasons: 

DANKS,  WILLIAM  son  of  John  Danks  was  bom  Aug.  2  3,  1794,  and  the  next 
child  John  was  born  Nov.  4,  1804,  nearly  8  l/2  years  intervening.  The  rec¬ 
ords  of  births  in  the  John  Danks  bible  are  so  regular  1787,  1789,  1790,  1792 
and  1794,  and  then  the  lapse  of  8  1/2  years  when  the  births  are  again  so  regular 
1802,  1804,  1806  and  1809.  All  children  of  John  Danks  are  evidently  by  a  first 
and  second  wile.  There  is  a  record  of  a  John  Danks  in  Northumberland  Co. 
who  about  1801  made  application  for  license  to  marry  a  Nancy  Gilbert.  The 
application  was  not  dated  and  tied  in  to  bundle  marked  "1802n.  There  was  a  - 
home  burial  plot  on  the  John.  Danks  farm  in  Logan  Co.  Ky.  where  he,  his  wife 
Nancy  and  Nancy  (Saunders)  Danks,  first  of  his  son  William  and  other  rela- 
tives  and  members  of  the  family  were  buried.  Tombstones  had  been  erected 
at  most  of  the  graves.  Years  later  the  farm  passed  from  family  hands  and 
the  tombstones  were  ail  removed  and  farm  crops  had  been  raised  on  the  plot 
for  many  years.  It  was  a  great  disappointment  to  me  when  I  visited  the  place 
in  1933  (Feb)  and  not  a  sign  of  a  grave  or  tombstone  could  be  found.  They  were 
gone  forever,  records  that  I  would  have  valued  very  much.  John  Danks  was 
a  private  in  Capt.  Jennings  Co.  of  the  Va.  Militia  for  six  months  in  the  Revo¬ 
lution.  He  was  at  Yorktown  when  Lord.  Cornwallis,  the  British  General  surren 
.dered.  He  was  one  of  the  military  guard  that  took  the  British  prisoners  from 
Yorktown  to  Fredrick  Co.  Va.

BONHAM,  ALFRED  EVAN  (b  Nov.  22,  1849,  Wright  Twsp.  Green  Co.  Ind.  ^ 
d  12-24-1924,  Sheridan,  Sheridan  Co.  Wyo.  He  married  Sept.  8,  1875,  Newton 
Harvey  Co.  Kan.  Virginia  Alice  Danks  (b  Sept.  23,  185  8,  Johnson  Co.  Kan. 
d  7-20-1920,  Sheridan,  Sheridan  Co.  Wyo.  ).  Alfred  Evan  Bonham  left  his 
home  on  his  father’s  farm  in  Green  Co.  Ind,  in  1865  and  went  to  Platt  Co.. 

HI.  where  his  sister  Susan,  who  had  married  Strange  Edmundsen,  were  living. 
When  the  Edmunds en  family  left  Piatt  Co.  Ill.  in  1872  he  v/ent  with  them. 

They  moved  to  Osage  Co.  Kan,  where  the  Edmunds  ens  settled  on  land.  Al¬ 
fred  Evan  Bonham  took  a  squatter’s  right  on  160  acres,  but  never  filed^on  it. 

He  built  a  log  cabin  on  the  place.  He  later  abandoned  the  claim,  The  founda¬ 
tion  of  the  cabin  was  still  there  in  1936,  After  leaving  the  claim,  he  went  to 
Colo,  and  did  some  prospecting.  Then- he  went  to  McPherson  Co,  Kan,  wnere 
he  settled- on  160  acres  of  land  in  Mound  Twsp,  in  1874,  In  1879  he  left  the 
l&rm  and  moved  to  McPherson  where  he  engaged  in  the  grocery  and  queensware 
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business  by  buying  out  the  "Blue  Front  Store".  His  venture  in  the  mercan¬ 
tile  business  was  a  failure.  In  the  latter  part  of  Dec.  1881,  he,  with  his  wife 
and  sons  Oriel  and  William  left  McPherson,  Kan.  and  went  southwest  of 
Georgetown.  Working  in  the  mine  he  became  badly  leaded  and  abandoned 
the  mine  in  1883.  In  1907  the  mine  sold  for  ten  million  dollars.  About  June 
1883  with  two  mule  teams  and  two  wagons  he,  with  his  family,  consisting  of 
Oriel,  William  and  daughter  Myrtle  left  from  Elliot,  Colo,  to  go  to  Washing¬ 
ton  Terr,  (now  state).  After  getting  west  of  Laramie,  Wyo.  he  changed  his5 
course  and  went  Into  Dakota  Terr.  ,  and  until  fail  was  constantly  among  the 
Souix  Indians.  He  then  turned  south  and  entered  Nebr.  where  he  worked  on 
the  ''North  Western  Railroad"  for  a  contractor,  "Ben  Turner".  As  winter 
set  in  he  moved  to  Norfolk,  Nebr,  for  the  winter.  In  the  spring  of  1884  he 
took  a  railroad  contract  where  Hay  Springs,  Nebr.  is  now.  He  took  another 
contract  further  west  later  on  the  White  River,  near  Crawford,  Nebr.  He 
remained  at  this  camp  during  the  winter  of  1884  and  finished  the  contract  in 
the  spring  of  1885.  There  with  a  construction  of  his  own  of  65  teams,  harness, 
wagons,  scrappers,  wheelers,  etc.  he  took  a  contract  of  eight  miles  on  the 
Cheyenne  Northern  (now  Colorado  Southern. )  The  main  camp  was  on  the  pre¬ 
sent  site  of  Chug  Water.  He  finished  the  contract  in  1886,  but  never  received 
any  pay Tor  his  work.  He  then  returned  to  Nebr.  and  took  several  contracts 
on  the.Burlington.  He  had  a  contract  of  one  mile  just  a  mile  west  of  Bing¬ 
ham,  in  Sheridan  Co.  Here  he  made  a  "Declaratory  Claim"  for  a  Premption 
claim  of  160  acres  of  land  adjoining  just  over  the  County  in  Deull  Co.  Nebr. 
he  filed  on  160  acres  timber  claim.  In  1890  he  took  a  contract  of  two  miles 
on  the  Burlington  in  the  Black  Hills  of  So,  Da.k,  between  Edgemont  and 
Mystic  ?  The  station  of  "Argvle"  is  on  the  contract.  Here  again  he  never 
received  his  pay,  and  put  hirn  in  such  financial  straits  that  he  sold  his  claim 
ana  cattle  in  Sheridan  and  Deull  Go's,  to  W.  A.  Anderson  a  neighbor.  The 
Anderson  family  had  come  in  a  couple  of  years  before  from  Blue  Ridge,  Kan, 

In  1891  he,  with  his  wife  and  sons  Oriel,  William  and  daughters  Myrtle  and 
Ethel,  left  Sheridan  Co,  Nebr,  with  a  small  remains  of  a  once  large  outfit 
and  went  to  So.  Dak,  and  worked  for  a  while  east  of  Pierce,  So.  Dak,  on  a 
Vtr<’)a"c^  r.uriri^nS  from  Pierce  to  Huron,  In  the  fall  of  18  91  he  took  a  contract 
of  tpree  mikes  ion  Raptd  Creek,  The  main  camp  was  on  that  part  called  the 
Big  Bend  ,  No  pay  was  received  for  this  work,  In  the  spring  of  1882  he 
moved  .his  outfit  to  Wyoming  and  during  the  summer  and  fail  did  some  work 
°f  &bove  Clearrnont,  at  Aim,  Verona  and  just  north  of  Sheridan 

Old  Diety  He  bought  some  property  in  Sheridan  that  winter  (1882)  on  i

IN  COUNCIL  BLUFFS 

The  matter  of  this  article  was  mainly  to  give  a  short  sketch  of  Mr. 
ponham’s  pioneering  in  Illinois,  and  this  has  been  given  mainly  in  his  own 
anguage.  Kis  business  life  in  Council  Bluffs,  where  he  moved  when  it  was 
,  struggling  hamlet,  and  where  he  lived  to  see  it  grow  into  one  of  Iowa's  im¬ 
portant  cities,  we  only  have  space  for  short  mention  of  this.  He  conducted 
nursery  business  there  for  over  a  quarter  of  a  century,  and  ran  one  of  the 
post  extensive  of  its  kind  on  the  Missouri  River.  Some  years  ago  he  retired, 
uid  is  now  enjoying  the  evening  of  his  life  with  no  business  cares  to  perplex. 
Mr.  Bonham's  wife  died  only  four  years  ago.  They  lived  together  well  onto 
seventy  years.  He  has  three  sons  and  two  daughters,  B.  A.  and  A.  M.  Bon¬ 
ham  both  of  Council  Bluffs,  and  John  Bonham  who  is  a  wealthy  miner  in 
Xevada;  the  two  daughters  are  Mrs.  Tra villa  Smith,  and  Mrs.  Anna  E.  Smith, 
their  husbands  are  not  related  to  each  other,  both  of  Council  Bluffs. 


PASSES  AWAY  AT  95  YEARS  OF  AGE. 

S.  BONHAM,  PIONEER  RESIDENT  OF  COUNCIL  BLUFFS  AND  VICINITY. 

ONE  OF  THE  COUNTY'S  OLDEST  MEN 

A.  S.  Bonham,  aged  95  years  and  one  month,  died  at  the  home  of  his 
oldest  son,  A.  M.  Bonham,  220  Harmony  St.  at  9:20  o'clock  Friday  morning 
after  a  two  week's  illness  from  the  general  infirmities  of  old  age.  Mr.  Bon¬ 
ham  was  the  third  oldest  man  in  this  part  of  the  county. 


He  was  born  in  Fleming  Co.  Ky.  ,  Feb.  2  9,  1816.  Re  came  to  this  vicin¬ 
ity  from  Ill.  in  1864.  Plis  wife  Mrs.  Rachel  Hayden  Bonham,  died  eight  years 
ago  last  November.  Prior  to  her  death  they  had  been  married  6  7  years.  She 
was  87  years  old  at  the  time  of  her  death.

Ee  is  survived  by  four  children,  eighteen  grandchildren  and  thirty-five 
great  grandchildren.

Mr.  Bonham  is  known  to  every  old  settler  in. this  country  for  miles  around 
He  has  long  been  one  of  the  most  aged  men  of  this  city  and  has  been  honored 
as  one  who  helped  build  Council  Bluffs  from  a  town  for  struggling  travelers  to 
Hie  city  it  now  is.  Mr.  Bonham,  since  coming  to  Council  Bluffs,  then  Kansas - 
yille,  has  seen  Omaha  grow  from  a  wilderness  of  sunflowers  and  brush  to  a 
Ia*’ge  city.

It  was  Sept.  17,  18  35  that  Mr.  Bonham  married  Miss  Rachel  Hayden  in 
Fleming  Co.  Ky.  Two  years  afterward  they  moved  to  the  unsettled  wilderness 
°{  Illinois,  where  he  engaged  in  the  nursery  and  milling  business  until  the  call 
the  west  attracted  him  to  Council  Bluffs.  After  reaching  this  city  he  for 
L'enty  years  owned  and  managed  a  farm  In  Kane  township,  adjacent  to  Council 
•duffs.  Part  of  that  time  he  lived  in  his  then  palatial  home  in  the  city.  The 
pome  now  stands  at  the  corner  of  Pierce  St.  and  Franklin  Ave.  Concluding 
nis  life  as  a  farmer,  he  for  a  time  engaged  in  handling  bee  supplies.  Then  he 
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returned  to  his  old  business  as  a  nurseryman;  gaining  through  that  business 
a  name  of  commercial  integrity  that  has  been  an  honor  to  him  during  his  de¬ 
clining  years.  Mr.  Bor-  ham  planted  the  first  vineyard  near  this  city  in  186  3. 
Now  Council  Bluffs  is  noted  for  the  extensive  grape  vineyards  that  adorn  the 
hillsides  south  and  east  of  the  city. 


Other  incidents  of  historical  importance  to  residents  of  this  town  and 
county  have  happened  during  his  life  here,  many  of  them  being  directly  due  to 
his  influence  as  an  early  settler.

He  was  one  of  the  first  founders  of  the  Christian  Church  in  this  city  and 
has  been  an  active,  member  ever  since  that  time.  It  was  May  1st,  1891,  that 
the  organization  was  first  definitely  started  with  Mr.  Bonham  as  one  of  the 
most  active  members.  On  Dec.  3,  1893,  the  Tabernacle,  standing  where  the 
First  Christian  church  row  stands,  was  completed.  This  was  one  of  the  most 
joyful  periods  of  the  aged  settlers  life.  Although  rapidly  declining  with  his 
usual  load  of  years  at  the  completion  of  the  new  edifice,  Mr.  Bonham  was 
equally  joyous  with  those  who  worked  to  have  the  building  completed. 


In  politics  Mr.  Bonham  was  an  ardent  republican.  His  many  experiences 
during  the  rapid  fire  campaigns  of  the  old  days  were  a  constant  source  from 
which  he  drew  many  favorite  stores.  That  the  old  settlers  remaining  will 
view  the  passing  of  their  aged  friend  with  a.  rush  of  old  memories  and  a  sorrow 
for  his  departure  cannot  be  doubted,  and  that  his  many  friends  of  more  recent 
years,  together  with  liis  relatives,  will  hear  of  his  death  with  a  thought  for  his 
work  during  his  long  lifetime  is  also  beyond  question.
